CAPTUKK AND ESCAPE. 


In June, IKf.T. while Gen. Custcr, with 


>>ii command, wax at the forks of the Be- 
IHibliom river, in western Kansas, and tho 
Indian war had fairly begun, I was doing 
tlntywith several others, as a scout. On 
Ilio morning of the 19th a young man 
11 lined Koliinson reached the camp and re- 
ported th.it he with three others had been 
limiting to the west of us, and had been 
si impeded by the Sioux Indians. One had 
IK-OII killed, as bo lieliovcd. while the others 
hail made a dash for it and scattered, each 
tjikinghisowncoursc. Uobinsou had blun- 
dered upon our camp after riding all night. 


I luster was at this time hopeful of mak- 


1m; pence with tlic redskins, and the camp 
at tin- forks would be permanent for at 
Ic.mt a fortnight. It was with this under- 
st Hiding of the situation that I set out 
w i t h Kobinson, after ho hod had an all 
d.iv's rest, ti> hunt up bis stampeded com- 
|uinioii8 and bring them in. We left camp 
jn-.t after dark, both of us heavily armed, 
nnd rode straight to the west. As I had 
n. ver seen Robinson under fire I was 
mc.ro anxious inun ir uuu ^r ul> retimv 
scuuts had been with me, but in thecourse 
of a couple of hours I made up my mind 
that he had plenty of jjervu aud could bo 
dcjiended on. As near as he could judge 
hi* party was thirty miles west of the 
foiks when stampeded. 
At midnight, 


nftcr nn i-asy canter of five hours, we halt- 
ed, dismounted, and went into camp for 
tin remainder of tin- night, believing we 
w« re close upon tin- spot where tho hunters 
weie attacked. Both of us slept from that 
hour until just iK'fure sunrise. 


As there is another Indian war now on, 


ami as the train and characteristics of the 
red man arc umlerdisoiission, I shall relate 
some particulars which mightotherwise be 
suppressed. We had a cold bite for break 
fast, and had scarcely mounted our horses 
when we caught sight of the carcass of 
horse lying on thu plains about a quarter 
of a mile away. As soon as we reached it 
Koliinson ident,fied the animal as having 
been the one he saw full as the stampede 
began. His rider was a man named Mc- 
llenry. who had previously been employed 
as a civilian nt Fort Lamed. The buzzards 
and wolves had been at tho carcass, bul 
we made out that the horse had received 
(hive bullets and dropped in his tracks. 
Saddle, bridle and all other portable prop- 
er! v had been removed. Robinson esti- 
nmiod that the attacking party numbered 
fifty. After half an hour's search I put 
the number at twenty. He believed that 
all who dashed away .were pursued. I 
found that none of them had been followed 
over half n mile. 


II id Mcllenry been killed or seriously 


wounded by the volley which killed bin 
hoi -et his liody would have been found ly- 
ing iK'side the carcass. As it was not I 
rea-oiie>l that lie bad been captured un- 
hurt and taken away n prisoner. The trail 
of the Indians led to tho north, as if mak- 
ing for the south fork of the Platte river, 
and we followed it nt a cautious pace. . At 
the end of fiv« miles we came to the spot 
where the band had encamped for the 
night. It was on tbe banks of a small 
cr« k, In a scattered grove, and the first 
thing V3 saw was the dead body of Me- 
Henry. 
The Sioux chiefs had declared 


their anxiety for peace, and were profess- 
ing the greatest friendship for the soldiers. 
Indeed, Pawnee Killer had visited Custer 
to shake bauds and sign a declaration of 
peacn. While the old hypocrite was de- 
claring i'.nd protesting, his whole tribe was

bud- IM tho chief rode up, and the'iiintant 
ho noticed the mark ho let go my hand 
nnd said something to those crowding up. 
J'rei ty soon he pushed in and touched my 


| face perhaps thinking the mark to be a 


wound or sore. Others did the sa-jic, and 
when they found that it was a part of Urn 
»kin they expressed much won-'er nr.d rev- 
erence. 


While I had served at a scout only a few 


months I know considerable of Indian 
character, and was not long in realizing 
that I had made a hit. While no violence 
wa.s offered us wo wore disarmed, and onr 
hors.-s were led behind the ponies of the 
Indians as wp moved off to the east. We 
traveled until about midnight before halt- 
ing, and then reached an Indian village on 
Soldier creek. As wo descended from our 
horses, Kobinson was led olT by two war- 
riors, while I was conducted to tho wig- 
wam of Ued Trail, a sub-chief iu com- 
mand during Pawnee-Killer's absence I 
had been busy planning during the ride, 
and had made up my miud to pretend to 
be without the power of speech. I found 
opportunity to whisper to Robinson to 
pursue the same policy, but unfortunately 
he had not the nerve to carry out the idea. 
The fact of his being captured broke him 
all ii|i. The rocollection of what Molloiiry 
must have suffered unstrung his nerves, 
and I heard him begging and entreating 
as he was carried away. 
' 


Red Trail closely examined the mark on 


my face, and wns us much mystified as tho 
otherx. I still had a power in reserve. 
Having served through the war in the 
navy it was but natural that I should 
carry a sailor's passport. On my left arm 
was a tattoo representing an anchor. This 
was seen as two warriors stripped my 
buckskin shirt off to look for further 
marks. Not au Indian in that camp had 
ever seen anything like the mark, aud 
when tho examination had been completed 
I felt sure that I was looked upon with 
awe and mystcry.lf not veneration. I was 
conducted to a tepoe and motioned to turn 
in, ami had every reason to congratulate 
mysell on tho plan I had pursued. I had 
made signs that I could not talk, and the 
insinuation had been accepted. 


Next morning Pawnee-Killer arrived in 


the village. Ho had agreed to surrender 
his tribe and go on a reservation, but it 


making ready for war and indulging in 
atroi-lties. While the big chief was "how- 
howing" in Ouster's camp and declaring 
his love for the white man, one of his bands 
only thirty miles away was subjecting a 
hunter to the most agonizing tortures. 
They cut out his tongue, blew powder into 
his Iwdy, cutoff his toes, broke all his 
finger*, pricked him with knives, and 
finally ended by scalping him. He must have 
suffered many hours before death finally 
cami' as a glad relief. The body was not 
yet i old when we found it, and there were 
evidences that the Indians had not been 
gonv more than an hour. 


Of the two who stampeded nnd got clear, 


one went to the northeast and the other 
to tho northwest. 
Robinson had held duo 


north and thus readied oar camp, al- 
though he was not aware of its location. 
We i iwk up the trail of the one going to 
the northeast, believing that he was in the 
greatest danger. He went at a wild pace 
for at least ten miles, never seeming to 
have looked back, and discovered that pur- 
suit bad been abandoned or to have 
tnrned to tbe right or the left, to throw 
the rcdaklna off his route after darkness 
oame. It took us three hours to cover the 
dJstn iiee be rode in one, as we expected to 
•M Ji.dlMu « »oy momaat. About twaive 
miles from tbe snot where we found Mo- 
Heary's horse we came upon that of Jack- 
son, whom we were following to the 
northeast. The wild ride had exhausted 
tbe animal, and as he fell down Jackson 
had abandoned him and pushed along on 
foot. The animal was on his feet and 
grating as we found him, but so lame that 
be could scarcely move. We removed the 
•addle and blankets, and found Jackson's 
revolvers in tbe holsters. 


From this point we bad no trail to gold* 
ns, and tbe ground was badly cut up with 
ridges nnd washouts. We rode forward 
daring tbe rest of the day, hoping to over- 
take the man, and neglecting no precau- 
tion to Insure our own safety. Just at 


was bold faced lying on his part. His very 
first move was to order the village to pack 
up an 1 move back about twenty miles. 
Tiii» oouaumod tbo entiro €luy. A» wo woro 
ready to start I received my horse to ride, 
and my hands and legs were left entirely 
free. J saw Robinson brought out, and he 
was loaded down with kettles and led by a 
rope. At no time during the day was he 
near enough to exchange a word, but on 
several occasions I saw him kicked and 
beaten by the squaws and boys. 


It was 9 o'clock in the evening before I 


was taken into the presence of Pawnee- 
Killer. He seemed to have accepted the 
belief of the others, nnd in less than n 
quarter of an hour waved me out of his 
wigwam. I may state here what I learned 
two or three years after. It was the belief 
of the Indians that I had been struck by 
lightning as I slept, and that the fluid had 
left the two marks to prove that I was in- 
vulnerable. They further reasoned that 1 
lost my speech at the same time, and was 
therefore an object of veneration. I was 
in no wise hampered or restricted, but I 
found shelter as soon as possible, aud was 
soon asleep. I wanted to do something 
for poor Robinson, but just how to do it I 
could not figure. The treatment accorded 
him during the day did not augur well for 
the future. 


When morning came again I had a hearty 
breakfast, nuj then two old men, armed 
with only bows and arrows, took me down 
the creek about « uiilo and then sat down 
OH the grass. It wasau hour or two before 
I could make out the significance of the 
move, but then I heard sounds from the 
direction of the camp which satisfied me 
that Robinson was being put to the torture. 
One of iny guards soon left for the village, 
and an hour later the other suddenly rose, 
and without a word suddenly walked 
away in the same direction. Unable to 
make up my mind what to do, I remained 
where i was during the entire day. In 
later years I learned from one of the war- 
riors of the fate of Robinson. His tortures 
lasted nine long hours. He first ran the 
gantlet. Then he was tied to a stake, and 
every form of mutilation which the fiends 
could invent was practiced on his poor 
body. It was with great animation that 
my informant related how the poor fellow

One of the most notable persons who 


ever came intt) our old bow window draw- 
ing room in Young street is a guest never 
to l» forgotten by me, a tiny, delicate, lit 
tic person, whose small hand nevertheless 
/rasped a mighty lever which set all the 
literary world of that day vibrating. I can 
still see the scene quite plainly!—the hot 
summer evening, the open windows, the 
carriage driving to tbo door as we nil sat 
silent and expectant; my father, who rare- 
ly waited, waiting with us; our governess 
nnd my sister and I all in a row, and pro- 
pared for the great event. 


We saw the carriage stop, and out of it 


sprang the active, well knit figure of Mr. 
(l«irge Smith, who was bringing Miss 
lironte tosee our father. My father, who 
had been walking up and down the room 
goes out into the hall to meet his guests, 
and then after a moment's delay the door 
opens wide, and the two gentlemen come 
In, leading a tiny, delicate, serious little 
laily, pale, with fair, straight hair and 
steady eyes. She may lie a little over thir- 
ty; she is dressed in a little barege dress 
with a pattern of faint green moss. 


She enters in mittens, in silence, in se- 


riousness; our hearts are beating with 
wild excitement. This, Mien, is the author- 
ess, the unknown power whose books have 
set all Loiulon talking, reading, speculat- 
ing: some people even say our father wrote 
the books—the wonderful books. 


To say that we little girls had been given 


"Jane JOyre" to read scarcely represents 
the facts of the case, to saj that we had 
taken it without leave, read bits here and

begged and cried and entreated—what 
wonderful vitality he had—how he could 
have been preserved an hour or two longer 
had not everybody grown tired of the sport. 
It was Pawnee-Killer himself, fresh from 
signing a treaty of peace, who exhibited 
the most fiendish spirit. 


I hod a much closer call than I knew. 


The two old men who took me out 
doubted that I was what the others took 
me for. They had some arrows made on 
purpose to kill witches and keep off bad 
spirits, and they were to take me off and 
see if these arrows would kill me. Ingo- 
ing down the creek one of them came near 
stepping on a rattlesnake, and this was 
taken as a sign that they must not shoot. 
Wheti they returned to the village and re- 
ported it was hoped that I would go away, 
and therefore no one came near me. As 
night fell I started off to the west, expect- 
ng everj moment to be overhauled, put- 
ting in a good twenty miles before day- 
light. I was picked up by a scouting party 
of cavalry just before noon. 


It was about three months after my es- 


cape before the Indians learned that I was 
a government scout, and that they had 
boon duped. Bed Trail and Pawnee-Killer 
then offered five ponies each to the warrior 
who should bring in my scalp, and for the 
next year perhaps I was "wanted" more 
than any other man on the plains, It was 
a curious turn of affairs that, while Bed 
Trail had no less than flve of his best war- 
riors out on an expedition after me, I crept 
into his camp one night and secured his 
own scalp lock, rifle and pony and got 
away.-JCew York Sun.

They rise in a semi- 
circle, but incline backward, so that the 
animals, when they charge (which they do 
furiously), have to put their heads between 
their forelegs.

Canada. 


At mass on Sunday in a Roman Cath- 


olic country church in the province of 
Ontario recently the priest is said to 
have delivered an address to his parish- 
ioners in which he charged them to rota 
f»r the Conservative candidate for par- 
liament at the coining election, March 5. 
The state of feeling in Canada at pres- 
ent can scarcely be conceived by per- 
cons dwelling this side the border. 
It may be compared, perhaps, to the 
ferment in which mar forefathers found 
themselves just before the outbreak of 
the American Revolution. 


The priest in question charged his 


hoarers emphatically against supporting 
the "party of annexation and disloyal- 
ty," by which he meant the Liberal 
party. 
'Reciprocity," "annexation," 


"treason" are terms heard on every 
tongue. The situation, as nearly as it 
ran be put in a few words, is as follows: 
The Canadians are cut off by the Mc- 
Kinley bill from a trade which was very 
prosperous, with the United States. Tho 
trade was mostly in farm produce. This 
caused at once pinching and discontent 
The opportunity wua snatched by the 
Liberal party to make the most of on 
their side and against the Conservative 
party, which, with Sir John A. Macdon- 
ald at its head, has been in power ever 
since 1878. 


The Liberal party began to agitate 


with all their force for unrestricted reci- 
procity with the United States. Tho 
Conservative anowcred that uxuestricletl 
reciprocity meant the ultimate annexa- 
tion of Canada to the United States 
bodily, and nothing else. But the hard 
times pinched tighter and tighter. A 
growl went up all over Canada, and the 
growl had the sound of a threat in it. 
Sir John understood tho threat. In or- 
der to preserve Canada to the British 
empire atTHl some relief must come. 
He dissolved parliament, and goes before 
the people for a new election on the issue 
of "restricted reciprocity" with the 
United States—that is, reciprocity in 
natural products, meaning products of 
tho farm, earth and sea in the natural 
atata. That is to say, tho Canadian Con- 
servative government will go in for hall 
a loaf of reciprocity because it cannot 
help itself, while the Liberals are in fa- 
vor of full and complete reciprocity for 
the sake of Canadian prosperity. They 
argue that even if reciprocity means 
eventual annexation it U better to be a 
part of the United States and grow rich 
than to remain a part of Great Britain 
and starve.

From the time he graduated 
at West Point iu 1840 much of his life 
was spent in active military service, 
hard service, too, up to 1853. There 
was a period from 1843 till 1840, just 
previous tw the Mexican war, when he 
had a stretch of leisure. That time he 
employed in studying law, uot with the 
expectation of practicing, but to make 
himself "a more intelligent soldier." In 
1853 Sherman, then a captain, resigned 
his commission in the army because he 
saw "little prospect of promotion and 
small opportunity for his talents in time 
of peace." He went then to earning his 
own living just as ordinary men do, be- 
coming in turn lawyer, banker, business 
agent, and, finally, superintendent of 
the Louisiana State Military Institute. 
When the war broke out he resigned 
that place and re-entered tho United 
States army, being commissioned a 
coioml.

They left home In a state of hurly burly 


and wild excitement. When (Jen. Johnston 
began his famous retreat from Dalton, Mr. 
G 
and his family hod mod* up their 


minds to remain "within the lines" and face 
the horrors of federal rule under the shelter 
of their own roof tree. rather than become 
homeless refugees in the ever contracting 
confederacy. 


And so, when the troops came marching 


by their house, the girls stood out by tho 
yard fence or ran down the avenue that led 
to the railroad and waived them an adieu. 
How long would it bo before they would 
see a gray jacket again, they wondered. 


Hut they had not reckoned on Gen.' 


Johnston fighting at Ilcsaca, nor their 
bouse being In tho battlefield. So when 
their friend, Col. Prestman, tho chief en- 
gineer of the army, caino riding up one 
evening and said, "Get away from here as 
noon as you can; the line of battle will run 
through your yard in to-morrow's fight," 
they were greatly terrified. It was very 
easy for him to say "get away," but 
where? 


They had sent their horsos and vehicles 


away to keep them from being pressed by 
the federals, and the family were not in 
very good marching trim. 


Mr. (j— tried to persuade a surgeon to 


make his house a Held hospital and liy the 
yellow flag from it, saying tlmt his whole 
family would IMS willing to act as nurses, 
but the surgeon declined, declaring the 
house would lie in too hot a place fora 
hospital. 


So they al 1 wen t to bed wit h heavy hearts, 


nnd nronn tho next moiiiing, the 14th of 
May, trying to nerve themselves for what

son came galloping up, followed by two 
army wagons loaned him by Gen. John- 
»ton. 
Into these tho family and their 


kcrvants hurried and fled for their lives. 


"Hurry, hurry!"criodthecaptain. "Soon 


the fight will begin, and if we will have to 
ri<le (town the lines it will lie no joke." 


So away they went down tho lines, two 


miles to Kcsaca, across tho pontoon bridge 
over tho river there, where tho federals 
open fire on them; then on to Calhoun, 
where a hot cavalry fight was going on. 
waiting for Johnston to drive back tho 
enemy and ennlilo them to go home, and 
finding that he was retreating and that it 
was imiiossiblo for them to return through 
the lines they joined the great army of 
refugees, and at last found safety in that 
general asylum, Southwest Georgia. 


Their retreat was sorrowful. Their re- 


turn was comical. 


The war was over, and tho southerners 


utood a nation of paupers. Not one cent 
did any one have. Dazed, they stood and 
gazed at their heapsof Confederate money, 
some of It so new and crisp that it seemed 
to mock them with their blasted hopes. 


The first thought ft the refugees was 


how to get home. Their friends, who had 
hospitably entertained them, from being 
wealthy planters were now ruined, and 
had not bread for themselves, as their 
negroes became demoralized and would 
not work.

WHAT STEREOTYPING 13 AND HOW 


IT IS ACCOMPLISHED. 


A POOR UNFORTUNATE. 


It Enable* Largo Paper* to Frlnl llun- 


drAdl of Tliouianflii of Copied In a K«- 
markably Short Time—The Papier Ma- 
che and tlio Clay Procea*. 
What IB stereotyping and what are its 


advantage*? 


The common idea of stereotyping n paper 


la that the type is pat through some pro- 
cess for the purpose of facilitating the 
printing. The faot is, stereot3'ping w little 
more than duplicating the type. 
The 


forms are reproduced in one solid piece, 
hence the word, stereotype, solid copy. 


The types are used for patterns only, 


while the printing isdone entirely from the 
plates. Thus the type is subjected to very 
little wear, ami by the use of a liirge num- 
ber of plaK's the papers are printed with 
great rapidity. If type was directly used 
to print The Sun, Herald, or World, a new 
"dress" would be required every day. The 
wear and tear of two or three hundred 
thousand Impressions would destroy the 
best type in the world. 


Not only that, but in order to get snob, a 


paper as The Sunday Sun, Heraldor World 
printed from tho type as rapidly as from 
plates it would require all the compositors 
in the city to set up one edition. 


There are few presses in use on which 


the papers are printed directly frdm the 
type in the form of a curve. These are 
called "type revolvers" or "type webs." 
They are very complicated and are fed by 
a web or roil of paper, the same as a per- 
fecting press, printing both sides. The 
pages are rniido up in the form of turtles, 
and, of conr.se, the press carries only one 
set at a time. While these presses do 
fairly rapid work, they cannot compare 
with 
the perfecting presses. What is 


gained by oliimnaUng the work of stereo- 
typing is lost by the wear of tho type; Ite- 
sides, for papers of large circulation they 
are of no use whatever. 


riiKI'AUINO THE MATRIX. 


By newspaper stereotyping I mean the 


only modern way of producing stereotype 
plates for newspaper use. There is practi- 
cally only one pmress in use, and that is 
the papier maohu process. 
The old plaster 


of paris aud clay processes are not now 
used except in rare cases where, some spe- t 
cial result is aimed at. Thu old ways are 
too slow for newspapers, and have been 
superseded by cK-ctrotj'ping for book work. 
Klcctrotyping furnishes a copper faced 
plate and perfectly reproduces Hue engrav- 
ings. 
Stereotyping by whatever process j 


call do neither. 
! 


The only place to my knowledge where 


either of the old processes is now used to 
any extent in tliis country is the American 
Press association in this city. 
All its 


pages, except the news pages, are first 
stereotyped by the clay process. 
By this i 


moans they obtain one deep plate, from 


are taken by the papier-macho process. 
The latter, now HO universally employed, 
was invented some forty-live years ago in 
ljarii. This process is practically divided 
into four parts—matrix making, molding, 
casting and finishing. 


Matrix making is simply preparing the 


papier mache, and must he done in advance 
of the process pro;»er. The paper used is of 
two kinds, blotting and tissue, manufact- 
ured expressly for stereotyping. The blot- 
ting paper is first dampened properly, and 
the matrix (so called) is usually made by 
pasting together two sheets of blotting for 
a buck ami four sheets of tissue for a face. 
The tissues are carefully smoothed down, 
cither by hand or with a roller. The paste 
used is of a special kind, and is pre'p'U'ed by ! 
the stereolyper before he begins his day's 
work 


TAKING THE IMPKESSION. 


When a page is ready to be stereotyped 


the prepared matrix is laid on the form 
face downward, aud oil her beaten in with 
large brushes or passed under n heavy 
roller, in order to force the dampened 
paper into the spaces of the type and there- 
by take an impression of the page. 
The 


form, wirh rim i»=iiM-i v utiM OIL too is thojn 
placed under the platen of a steam heuteif 
drying press, resembling a large copying 
press. Soft blankets are laid ou tlie matrix 
in order to absorb the tnoiM-ure, the press 
is screwed down, and in from three to ten 
minutes the paper mold is dry. The form
